Almost every oue of these. accid- 
ents ean be ‘traced to! eithér care- 
lessness or abstraction on the part 
of the automobile driver. They 
do not seem to>take into consider- 
ation the speed of the train or the 
fact it cannot. leave the rails to 
avoid hitting. the road. vehicle. 
Engineers or railway trains have 
asserted their nérves have been 
put on edge by automobile drivers 
who will. insist on-attempting to 
cross.the highway ahead of the 
train. Engineers can see the au- 
tomobile approaching for several 
miles on the prairie, and’ they 
know instinctively that if both 
keep on going somebody will be 
killed. The engineer cannot stop

Jossal, dcyelofiments have taken place’ 
in roots. Previous to the war, Can- 
ada imported 95 per cent. of her seed; 
but war conditions emphasized the 
fact that she should depend on her 
own resources. “At the present mo- 
ment-Ganadian-grown scéds compare 
most favorably and in many cases 
are superior to the imported variet- 
ies. 

Mangel- seed in British Columbia 
has exceeded a ton an acre. Carrot 
seed in the same province is not only 
extremely. heavy, but is of Al qual- 
ity. It hag. ween found that-Noyva 
Scotia is essentially a turnip growhig 
home. The result of what were orig- 
inally only experiments has proved 
conclusively “that Canada. will not 
only be able to supply ber own needs, 
but will be able to export in large 
quantiticg. With this end in view, 
the experimental stations in both 
Eastern Canada and British Colum-
